General MacArthur is the officially designated leader 
of the United Nations troops in the Korean area. As part 
of our contribution to the U. N. program, our government 
surrendered som e of its ow n direct control over the gen­ 
eral. lf this set-up means anything, if it isn t just a piece 
of stage setting and a fraud, then MacArthur # instructions 
ought to com e through the U. N. and not direct from Pres­ 
ident Truman, Dean Acheson or Secretary Marshall.
